MORE TRAINS ON UNE

R esidents can 

look forward to a 
far more frequent 
service on the East 
London Line (ELL) by 
2012, with 16 trains an 
hour due to run through 
the borough - an 
equivalent service to the 
Tube. 

There will also be a 
direct link to Clapham, 
following an 
announcement on 12 
February that funding has 


been agreed for phase two 
of the ELL extension, 
linking Surrey Quays to 
Clapham Junction. 

The new service is due 
to open to passengers 
before the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games, 
completing a London 
Overground orbital route 
around the capital. 

There will be up to 1 6 
trains an hour on the core 
section of the line between 
Dalston Junction and 
Surrey Quays. 

Phase one of the ELL 
extension should open by 
summer 2010, with four 
new, step-free stations in

The line is being 
extended north to Dalston 
Junction and south to 
Crystal Palace and West 
Croydon. It will be further 
extended to Highbury & 
Islington by 2011. The 


North London Line is also 
being upgraded by 
Transport for London, 
with longer trains and up 
to eight trains an hour at 
peak times on parts of the 
network by 2012. 

New longer platforms at 
stations including Dalston 
Kingsland, Homerton and 
Highbury & Islington will 
help to ease 
overcrowding. 

Improvements to the 
East and North London 
lines mark the 
culmination of a four-year 
campaign by Hackney’s 
Mayor, Jules Pipe, to 
secure better public 


transport for the borough. 
He said: “We welcome the 
news that phase two of 
the East London Line 
extension will mean up to 
1 6 trains an hour running 
through Hackney by 
2012 . 

“This is the frequency 
of service our residents 
deserve. It will also make 
travelling to other parts of 
the capital easier.”

Claiming fair 
pay to rise 
above poverty 

THE high cost of living and working in the capital is 
recognised by the London Living Wage campaign, which 
recommends that the minimum wage necessary on which 
to manage in and around the city is £7.45 per hour. 

All organisations in Hackney, public or private, should be 
setting themselves the goal of delivering this, both for their 
own staff and the companies they deal with. 

It is estimated that in London 400,000 people are currently 
living below the poverty line; one 
^ in seven full-time workers, 
and half of all part-time 
workers, are paid at a rate 
below the poverty 
threshold. In these difficult 
times, the right to a 
decent wage is more 
important than ever. 
One of the huge battles 
in ensuring everyone 
f J ' receives a decent income 
on which to live, is tackling 
those employers who fail to even pay 
the legally required minimum. Last October, the 
Government raised the National Minimum Wage, making it 
illegal to pay workers less than £5.73 per hour for those 
aged 22 or over. The minimum amount depends on age, 
with those aged 16-17 entitled to be paid at least £3.53 
per hour, and those aged 1 8-21 at least £4.77 per hour. 
Paying at least this minimum wage is an enforceable 
obligation for all employers regardless of the size of the 
business. It doesn't matter whether workers are unskilled, 
work from home, part-time or for an agency - the 
minimum wage rules apply to everyone. 

As a start to becoming a Fair Wage borough, I want to see 
all Hackney's employers meet these legal obligations, so 
as well as encouraging HM Revenue and Customs to make 
visits to check on employers in the borough, the Council 
recently launched a campaign to make people aware of 
the new rates. There are posters and flyers in public 
buildings and I urge everyone to make sure they know the 
pay to which they are entitled by law.

There are minor changes to 
the grants objectives, so I 
would encourage 
applicants to read through 
the pack carefully to see 
how each question is 
scored. 

“Anyone who wants 
extra help with an 
application can book a free 
session with one of our 
advisors.” 

Last year, 120 grants 
were awarded to local 
groups to run projects 
which ranged from 
homework clubs and health 
training for young carers, 
to employment training, 
and activities for older 
people. Football team 
Clapton Rangers received a 
Team Hackney Fast Track 
Community Grant last 
year, and went on to win 


the 2008 London Sunday 
Junior Cup. The squad is 
made up of 40 young men 
aged 1 8 to 25 from the 
Clapton Park and 
Kingsmead estates. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “This grants 
programme will help 
ensure that activity at the 
community and voluntary 
level in Hackney 
complements the work 
being done by statutory 
organisations such as the 
Council, the health services, 
the police and schools.”

Teenager’s murderer convicted 

A MAN has been found 
guilty of murdering Stoke 
Newington teenager Etem 
Celebi. 

Richard Harrison-Alien, 20, 
of Iveagh Close, E9, shot the 
17-year-old in the back in 
what is believed to be a 
case of mistaken identity. 

The murder in November 
2007 of Etem, a semi- 
professional footballer for 
Leyton Football Club, was 
sparked by rivalry between 
two Hackney gangs, Luton 
Crown Court heard. 

Victor Temple, prosecuting, 
said following a dispute between a friend of Etem and a man 
from another gang, Etem and four different friends were 
confronted by two hooded men armed with guns. When the 
pair opened fire, Etem's friends ran off while he took shelter 
behind a parked car, only to be shot at when he too tried to 
flee. 

Mr Temple said: "Neither Etem nor any of the friends he was 
with were the intended targets of this murder which may 
well have had its origins in mistaken identity. The mere fact 
he was there and trying to escape led to him being killed.” 
Following the verdict on February 1 0, Det Ch Insp Simon 
Moring said: “We believe this murder was motivated by an 
ongoing dispute between two groups of youths. 

“The Metropolitan Police are working hard to tackle youth 
violence and this conviction demonstrates we will vigorously 
pursue offenders and put them before the courts.”

I n our last issue we 

announced the winners 
of the Hackney Design 
Awards 2008 - which 
recognise the people behind 
some of the best buildings 
in the borough.

our understanding of how 
quality design can make a 
real difference to where 
people live, work and relax. 

To have been shortlisted 
for the awards, the schemes 
entered must have 


demonstrated they have: 
explored innovative 
construction techniques; 
demonstrated sustainable 
methods with the use of 
materials and energy saving 
infrastructure; used 
materials and colours that 
are vibrant and long lasting; 
and drawn on history or the 


natural environment to 
generate a design 
philosophy. 

Cllr Darren Parker, 
Hackney’s design champion 
and one of the judges, said: 
“The Hackney Design 
Awards send a clear signal 
to designers and developers 
of what we expect for 


Hackney - and our 
standards and aspirations 
are extremely high.” 

Of the 36 nominations, 
20 were shortlisted. Here 
we profile the four winners, 
and two commendations.

The judges described the scheme as ‘a 
contemporary landmark building that enlivens the 
neighbourhood’. 
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Shoreditch Prototype House, Crooked Billet Yard, E: 
Architect: Cox Bulleid Architects 
Contractor: Doherty Contracts Ltd 
Client: Tessa Cox & Oliver Bulleid 

This scheme was developed as a prototype low energy 
house for urban sites. Its design incorporates a unique 
vertical garden which maximises space and light 
through the use of new technologies, while reducing 
building costs as a demonstration of the potential to 
construct generous and affordable homes. 

It was described by judges as a ‘hidden architectural 
gem’ which is ‘making the most of a constrained site t< 
provide a home that is light and spacious with 
exceptional views’.

Lau Sun House, Langford Close, E8

The inspiration for Lau Sun House is the traditional 
Japanese Ryokan (guest house), shown in its palette 
of dark wood, white render and clean lines, and rich 
leaves of bamboo and maple. The outlook of the 
home prevents overlooking from neighbours while 
evoking a surreal escapism from the urban 
environment. 

According to the judges Lau Sun House uses ‘elegant 
design, passion and the best possible materials to 
create a magical place to live’. 



Hothouse, Richmond Road, E8

Hothouse is a centre of community based 
regeneration and offers workspace for creative 
industries within a new building and by using 
refurbished railway arches. 

The boomerang shaped building makes best use of the 
‘difficult’ site and is enhanced by the ‘amoeba’ shaped 
windows that are arranged in an organic way to reflect 
the nature of Free Form’s work. 

Hothouse’s ‘impressive use of a difficult site’ and use of 
materials were highlighted by the judges.

The card will be 
recognisable by the police, ambulance, 
accident & emergency services etc.

F or more than 30 
years Ermis Alvis 
has been a foster 
carer in Hackney, 
and she is still as 
enthusiastic as ever about 
the support she offers 
young people. 

Ermis, 61, has been 
involved with local care 
services almost since she first 
arrived in the UK from St. 
Vincent, in the Caribbean, as 
a young woman in 1963. 
Initially working as a special 
needs assistant and 
childminder in Hackney 
during the early 1970s, she 
became a foster carer in 
September 1978. 

Her parents, who settled 
in Hackney with their eight 
children, were among the 
first black foster carers in the 
borough. Ermis and her 
siblings were all assessed as 
part of their parent’s roles, 
and helped out. “Then a 
social worker encouraged 
me to become a foster carer,” 
she said. For Ermis, this was 
a natural progression and 
the start of a commitment 
that has spanned three 
decades. Over the years, and 
with support from her 


husband of nearly 40 years, 
Alfonzo, a retired furniture 
polisher, Ermis has fostered 
many children ranging in 
ages from babies to 
teenagers. 

Her first charge was a 
child with special needs for 
three months, followed by a 
toddler for two years who, 
now, at the age of 34, is still 
in contact with her.

In 1986, Ermis became a 
full-time carer, and in 1990 
an ‘out of hours’ carer, 
taking children overnight, at 
the weekend, on Bank 
Holidays, or until they are 
found a permanent 
placement. She is rightly 
proud of her hard work. 
“The last time I counted, in 
2000, 1 had fostered 102 
children in 22 years, but I’ve 
lost count now.” 

Although she would 
normally only have up to 


home with 
difference 


three children in her care at 
any time, she fondly 
remembers a lively 
Christmas when she found 
herself caring for eight 
children, including five 
siblings, as part of her out of 
hours duties. 

But Ermis and her 
husband are no strangers to 
managing a large family. 
With five children, 13 
grandchildren and two 
great-grandchildren, they 
have successfully 
combined raising a 
family with the 
support they provide 
to the children in their 


care. 

Ermis now lives in 
Leyton, but continues 
fostering with 
Hackney. As she 
points out the long- 
service awards 
adorning her living 
room and goes 
through some of 
her training 
certificates, Ermis 
credits her 
continued 
enthusiasm to the 
people she has met, and the 
initiatives that have been 
introduced, together with 
the advice and support she 
has had from the Council’s 
Adoption and Fostering 
Unit. 

Ermis welcomes the 
developments made over the 
years with black foster 
carers and black families. 

She is currently caring for 
two young people and hopes 
to continue her family’s 
fostering tradition by 
encouraging her daughter 
and her sister to become 
carers too. 

“Fostering is one of the 
most rewarding experiences 
you can have,” she says. “It 
can be challenging 
sometimes, but I’d 


encourage anyone thinking 
about fostering, to make the 
effort and they will see the 
difference they can make.” 

Does Ermis ever think of 
retiring? “My mother was a 


carer until she was 70, but I 
don’t think I will go on that 
long,” she jokes. “I thought 
that I might cut down, but 
I’ve got the room, a great 
family and a support 


network that helps me to 
carry on.” 

It looks like she may be 
adding another long- 
service award to her 
collection.

Q: I live on an estate and we have no facility to 
recycle our batteries, I've been sticking them in a 
box under the sink for two years. Where can I put 
them for recycling ? 


A: To reduce the number of batteries you 
use you could consider switching to 
rechargeable ones. Although these are 
initially more expensive, you only need to 
recharge them three times before you start 
to save money.

Cllr Harvey Odze, 
Commission Chair, said: 
“As a borough with a 
significant percentage of 
residents living in social 
housing with no access to 
private gardens, the need 
for well-maintained local 
green space is obvious. It is

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REVIEW

Othello, 10 Feb, Hackney Empire, Mare Street, 
London E8. 

There we were at the Royal Shakespeare 
Company’s opening night. The audience sat 
back, rustled their sweet papers and prepared to 
enjoy the show. And enjoy it they did, discovering 
hitherto untapped humour in this usually most 
harrowing of Shakespeare’s tragedies. 

They laughed right up to Othello’s long-drawn- 
out suicide. The gap between tragedy and 
comedy is a narrow one, but at some point in a 
production of Othello, the audience have to be 
got on side. 

That didn’t happen here. Maybe it was because, 
despite some savage cutting of the text, this 
production ran forthree-and-a-half hours, 
largely due to a burden of stage business against 
which the actors struggled. The main set of 
enormous structures, which swirled around the 
stage to become a Venetian bridge, ships, or 
houses, was exciting, but there was too much 
happening elsewhere. Why was Othello’s lyrical 
greeting of Desdemona at Cyprus interrupted by 
his handing her what looked like a petrol can? 
Why were we treated to a crude black-and-white 
minstrel performing with a blow-up woman? 


Why was Emilia’s desperate denunciation of lago 
sidelined by Othello’s rummaging around with a 
collection of bits and pieces on the floor? Why did 
we have to listen to Cassio crooning while a 
bare-breasted Desdemona danced suggestively 
with Othello? 

In this production, a knowing Othello 
occasionally lapsed into a self-conscious parody 
of the stereotypical ‘black man’, mirroring the 
racist expectations of the Venetians. But he was 
also a randy Othello, constantly touching up his 
new young wife, and demonstrating the same 
sexist values of his ‘masters’. This hero failed to 
connect with his audience, with the result that 
this became Desdemona’s tragedy, heightened 
by the touching performance of Natalia Tena, a 
charming, fragile and vulnerable Desdemona. 

Her dying, strangled by a whip, was gross and 
certainly not justified by the text, and served to 
further alienate the audience. 

There were a number of good performances - 
notably Brabantio and an intentionally comedic 
Roderigo. Alex Hassell delivered an understated 
but very competent lago, and deserves 
enormous credit as an understudy who had 
suddenly to take on this very testing role. There 
was much that was enjoyable about this 
production and it certainly sent me away 
wondering and thinking.

Top tips to kick-start your career: 


Read, read, read: Get your hands on the free newspapers on the Tube and make it a daily 
routine to read them. Also getting started on the heavier text books will help you a lot. ^ . 

Write, photograph, record: No matter what type of journalist you want to become, start working on some ~ . 
examples you can show to prove what you are capable of doing. Write a blog, make a photo series, record 
an interview, anything that will show them that you have what they want: skills and energy. 

Work placement: The best thing you can do is contact every newspaper, broadcasting studio and magazine 
out there and get some work experience. 

Many newspapers have deals with universities and will therefore already be booked up, but if you give local 
newspapers or smaller magazines a try, you could find a work placement for a week or two. Be prepared to 
send a lot of e-mails and make a lot of phone calls, but it will be worth it. 

Experience: There are many ways you can get experience rather than through work placements. 

You could get involved in reporting for the school newsletter, website or magazine. If you don’t have a school 
magazine then set one up. Volunteering is also a good way to gain extra skills. It shows that you are 
independent, socially committed and aware. There are a lot of great opportunities out there to do your bit for 
society, learn a new skill and make some new friends at the same time.

I HE Archives is 
asking for readers’ 
help in finding out 
more about an 
intriguing donation - two 
photographs of a banjo 
band. 

There is no information 
about the undated photos, 
no clue as to who the 
members were or where 
they met. It’s not even clear 
if the two photos are of the 
same band, only that they 
both have a Hackney 
connection. 

The mysterious banjo 
photos scratch the surface 
of a long history of 
musical enthusiasm in 
Hackney. Several famous 
names are associated 
with music in the 
borough, such as music 
hall queen Marie Lloyd 
and hymn-writer Isaac 
Watts, but what did 
ordinary people listen 
to and play? 

The London County 
Council used to 
provide free, open air 
concerts during the 
summer at many 
parks, including 
Hackney Downs and 
London Fields. At 
Victoria Park about a 
thousand concert 
programmes used to be sold 
on Sundays and Bank 
Holidays, while at Clissold 
Park they were able to sell 
up to 750 even on 
weekdays - more than 
almost any other London 
park. 

Shoreditch Borough Silver 
Prize Band was another 
local group, who changed 
their name after winning 
the 1912 Paris Musical 
Festival where ‘the 
reception accorded the 
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band was of the 
most enthusiastic 
description’ according to a 
Hackney Gazette story at 
the time. 

There was also a Borough 
of Hackney Choral 
Association. 

For 14 years, they were 
lucky enough to be 
conducted by Ebenezer 
Prout, a local resident, but 
also the author of one of the 
finest set of theoretical 
musical works in the 
English language.

showing that Stoke 
Newington Library had a 
‘Barbauld Evening’ in 1925 
- to mark the 100th 
anniversary of her death. 
The librarian’s daughter 
‘admirably’ sang the song, 
and the librarian was sent a 
copy of the music ‘as an 
interesting record of a 
memorable occasion... 
which you may like to add 
to the library’. 

Hackney people have 
obviously enjoyed listening 
to and playing music - and 
the array of orchestras, steel 
bands, gigs, club nights and 
talent competitions in the 
borough show that they still 
do. 

• If you can shed any light 
on the banjo pictures or the 
players in them, please 
contact the Archives. 


The Archives also has a 
small volume containing the 
music for hundreds of reels 
and country dances, all 
carefully written out by 
hand. The inscription at the 
front reads: Robert Taylor, 
1849. 180 Church Street, 
Stoke Newington. There are 
other records of a dairyman 
called Robert Taylor living 


in Stoke Newington Church 
Street. So perhaps he played 
an instrument as a hobby, 
or made extra cash by 
playing music at dances. 

Mr Taylor’s book is not 
the only musical score in the 
Archives. There is a copy of 
a song by Anna Laetitia 
Barbauld, a writer and anti- 
slavery campaigner who 


also lived in Stoke 
Newington. Enclosed with 
the music is a letter,

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THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy 
of Water House - an eco-friendly restaurant alongside the 
Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. Andy Gold is head of the 
Blue Marble Trust, which runs the training programme at 
Water House. He believes that with meat literally costing 
the earth, it is worth making the most of it. 

He said: “Fortunately there are some meats you can still enjoy with a clear 
conscience and eating wild game actually helps to maintain a diverse wild, rural 
landscape. Rabbits, wood pigeon and deer are still on the whole in greater supply 
than they are in demand in this country. When I’m eating meat, as I don’t do it 
often, I don’t hold back. I’m after flavour and making the most of something 
sacred, so I’m not shy about using a bit of butter.”

Ingredients 

•2 pigeons -oven ready 

• 4 rashers of streaky smoked bacon - find a 
good butcher who can promise you outdoor 
reared bacon 

• A bunch of kale 

• A few sprigs of thyme & rosemary - stripped off 
the stem and chopped 

• Three large knobs of butter 

• Four medium sized potatoes 

• Half a glass of red wine 

• Salt & pepper 

Method 

• Get potatoes peeled and into salted water 
with bay leaves. Bring to the boil 

• Pre-heat oven 230c. Rub a little butter over 


pigeons, season well and wrap in the bacon 

• Season the cavity. Cook for around 20 
minutes, basting once to help keep birds 
moist until tender. Take out to rest for 1 0 
minutes under some foil or a tea towel 

• Put roasting tin on the hob and deglaze with 
red wine. Add a splash of water and thicken 
with a knob of butter. Pass it through a sieve 
and into a jug 

• Wash kale and trim out the fibrous bitter 
stem. Sweat in a pan with some butter. 

• Drain potatoes and return to the heat to 
steam off excess moisture. Mash with butter 
and add thyme, rosemary, salt and pepper 

•Serve with a layer of mash, then a layer of 
kale and the pigeon on top. Drizzle a couple 
of small splashes of rich gravy on top and 
around pigeon

IN the first 1 0 weeks of the 
new service being launched 
on 2 December, we checked 
and sent 1 72 applications to 
the UK Border Agency. 

We have a huge range of 
people of different 
nationalities applying for 
citizenship, from Burundi to 
Jamaica, with the most from 
Turkey, Bulgaria, Somalia, 
Ghana, Nigeria and India. 

We are not a fast-track 
service, but we can help 
people by checking each 
application for completeness 
and accuracy. Of course we 


can’t influence a decision in 
any way, but we can stop the 
frustration and expense of 
an application being refused 
because of a simple error on 
a form. 

It is also great for us to have 
more involvement with the 
people we see coming back 
to receive their citizenship. 
Since the checking service 
began, four people have had 
their citizenship ceremonies 
with us at Hackney Town 
Hall, after putting in a 
successful application. And 
we hope to see many more.

P eople from all 

over the globe 
choose to make 
Hackney their 
home, and to help them 
apply for British 
Citizenship, the registrars 
department offers a new 
Nationality Checking 
Service. 

The process include tests 
on language and cultural 
knowledge, and missing out 
any detail means it will be 
refused. For a small fee, an 
application will be checked 
for completeness and 
accuracy. Supporting 
documents will be copied 
and certified, then sent to 


the Home Office by 
registered post. This means 
applicants can be sure 
everything is complete, hold 
on to their valuable 
documents, and cut down 
on unnecessary delays. 

Every Friday, the Town 
Hall holds ceremonies 
where people receive British 
citizenship. They are 
presented with the 
certificate that confirms 
their eligibility to full rights 
in the UK, including a 
British passport and being 
able to live and work 
anywhere in the EU. 

But it is more than a bit of 
paper, the ceremony 
celebrates a significant 
achievement. It isn’t easy 
becoming a citizen, and 
means making a real 
commitment to the UK.
